Individual Treatment Seems Best, for One of a Variety 


of Causes May Be the Seat of the Trouble, Says 


Authority, Urging a Study of Each Case.

HERE is seldom difficulty in 
recognizing an attack of 
asthma. The appearance of 


the patient and his symptoms are 
characteristic. 
The attack is 


likely to begin 
without warn- 
ing. 
The pa- 
tie nt's breath- 
ing b e c o m e s 
noisy 
apd 
la- 


bored. 
He is 


pale and speech- 
less. His skin is 
c l a m m y 
He 
sits with %rms 
propped on his 
knees or on a 
c h a i r-back, to 
give support to 
h i s c h e s t 
muscles. 
If the attack is long continued, 


the skin becomes more or less blue 
in color. The pulse is rapid, weak 
and posibly irregular. 


After a few minutes in some 


cases, or several hours In others, 
there will be a paroxysm of cough- 
ing, when there is expeJted a thin, 
tenacious mucus. 
After this the 


severity -of the attack lessens, until 
the 
breathing 
becomes 
normal. 


These attacks may be repeated Im- 
mediately or not come on again for 
days.

Ttie medical prore&slon has come 


to understand that each case of 
asthma must be treated Individually 
Of course, immediate relief is neces- 
sary in severe attacks/ but the doc- 
tor will advise the best procedure. 
The next st^p is to determine 


whether or not the pauent Is sensi- 
tive to the breathing of some Irri- 
tating substance 
More likely the 


trouble can be traced to some par- 
ticular food. 
Many persons are 
irritated 
by 


sleeping on pillows filled with rab- 
bit hair or those filled with feathers 
Other persons may be susceptible 
to the hair of horses, or to cat fur. 
or to the pollen of certain flowers or 
grasses 
Occasionally occupation plays a 
part 
In a report .which J read bak- 


ers were found who were sensitive 
to wheat protein, a sifter of green 
coffee beans was sensitive to green 
coffee protein, and so on. 


But in many persons the attack 


follows the eating of some common 
food as cereals, eggs. milk, fish, and 
even potato 
When the offending article has 


been discovered it must be eliminat- 
ed from the diet. If something not 
a food is at fault it may be neces- 
sary for the patient to move from a 
certain locality or to change his oc- 
cupation. 
Fortunately not a large percentage 


of persons suffer from asthma. But 
the victim must be studied carefully 
to find the offending factor.
